■width, Bhall bo Bet out and allowed 
botwoen all townships iind eectiooBt The 
international boundary lino shall form 
the base for townehlps 1 and 2. A re- 
servation of one million four bandied 
thousand aoros has boon mado for tho 
half breeds ; bat tho niodo of doalin-,' 
with that may bo passed ovor; Buffico it to 
Eay that all half-breodF,wilbout distinct- 
ion of ago or SOX, shall panicipalo in 
tbe distribution, ood uo conditiona ot 
settloment, or restrictions as to their 
power to deal with thoir apporlioiimonts 
are to bo imposed. Pre emption liiyhts. 
—Any person ubovo tbo ago of 21 years 
being a subject of Her Majesty by birth 
or naluralizatluD,wbo has, or shall here- 
after make a sottlement in pornou on 
pnblio lands, and who may huvo im- 
proved tho same, and erected a dwelling 
thereon, may ohtaiu a patent for the 
quarter Bcctiou (16'J acres) on which his 
house is sitaated on paying tbo charges 
demanded by the Government.

RomaUad Riffhti.—Anj per«on wbo is 21 
years of oge. and a aubjeol of Her Majesty, 
may, after &fay iBt 1871, enter for one quarter 
section or a less quantity of, unappropriated 
public lands for the purpose otsecnring a home- 
itead right iu reaped thereof. OlBcsrs aud 
men of Ibe volunteers now serving in tlie 
Province, who muy become settlors, shnll be 
entitled to ft tree Krftnt of on udditiunal qnnn 
ter section without actual rosiJenco llioreon. 
No other person shall bo onlitlo'.l to more 
than one homestead riv;ht. Persons takiug 
up land shall make an affidavit that ihey ar,' 
to become actual settlers, and [my the land 
officer $10, after which they may go npon the 
land specified. No patent for land ahull be 
granted until the expiration of tho five years 
from tbe time of entering into possessioa. At 
Ihe end of the five yearn, proof having been 
faraiahed as to occnpation and cultivation 
. daring that time, the patent shall be granted. 
A lettler may purchase the pre-emption right 
from the Crown before the expiration of the 
five years. Homestead rights cannot be 
assigned prior to the issuing of tbo patent. 
A settler relinquishing or abandoning his 
claim cannot tbereaflor make a second entry. 

Exemption of Lands. — Lands allotted to tho 
Hudson Bay Company, lands reserved for 
schools, woodlands set apart lor providing 
settlers' with fuelj lands aclually occupied 
for purposes of trade, and mineral lands aro 
exempted from pre-emption and homestead 
rights. At any time after .May lat la71, the 
lioTerBor in Oouncil may, subject lo existing 
tights, withdraw laud to the width of three 
townships on each side of the line fiuftlly sanc" 
tioned for the Inter-Ooeahio Railw.iv, and 
may at the same time terminate the free home- 
stead system. It is said that tho whole area 
of the ProTlnoe is 9.008 640 acres. From 
this there are deducted swamps, morasses and 
reserves 287.288 acres. Occnpied land 420.- 
392 ; leaving availal)lo arra 8.300.960 acres, 
equal to 360 townships of 2J 040 acres each. 
It will take CO townKhi[ij to give tho I.-tOO 000 
acres to tlio half-breeds. Tliero will ihun re- 
main .'or settlomen- 30i) townehipa conlaininK 
a total ol about ;m.)ij 000 ucrea, from which, 
however, must bo deducted tho fhidanii Br.y 
Company's lands and other lands eiempled, 
as mentioned abore. The total area open for 
settlement will probably be about 6-500.000 
aerai. 

Ganal system of the Dominion 

Tho reader will already bo awtiro 
that a Canal Corami.sHioii sat at Ottawa 
in March laat, that it reported, and that 
the report rcooininondod tho enlarge- 
ment of the St Jjawronce and Wolland 
oanals so ob to muko tho locka i270 foot 
loug by 45 feci wiiic, and lo glvo a 
depth of 12 feet of watet; also to oon- 
Stracta onnal on the Cunadian f-ide of 
tbe Sault Ste Mario, rtud nuako wtain 
improvements in iho navifiation of the 
St Lawrcneo below Moiiireal; all ol 
which wiiB oH'imated to comI about twenty 
millionK of dullarj. Tim report wan ii 
miijorit)' of t*iu'. jMi' Goorgo Laidjaw 
has since publi.died a roporlol hia own. 
It is a voluminou'j and appi^arH to he a 
very flblo documoni, ocfupying about 
four coloranH of a largo fii/i id ue v.spaptir. 
Thoro io a very inipoiuint dilL'reiice 
between Mr Laidlaw'a conclaniuiis arid 
recommendutioiiH mid ;itoHO of ni.s col- 
loagues, llo is oppoHed to iho coiisirue 
tlon of a oanal at Saalt tito Marie on 
tbe ground that U is not required, that 
■while Uaiiuda givoB Amoricana tlio u.so 
of the Wellaiid canal llioy cannot rclu^io 
to Can.»dft tho uhu of their lil'la hit, of a 
tho canal ut Saull. Theoretically Ihia 
CoucluBion looks well euough; but prac- 
tically it did not stand tho toHt a fow 
moatbs ogo. Donbtloss with tho estnb- 
llBbmeot of friendly rolalions butweon 
the two countricH — a coiitiiignney re- 
garded BB ulmoBt certain now— there 
woold bo no reason lo opprehond tho 
reourrouco ol such a ohildifih pioro o) 
nonsoDseaB Iho Saull Ste Mario (iillictil- 
ty of last year_ In ho far a't tbo Wolhuid 
oanal iH eonccn'iod Mr L^idluw aiigf.';<:nlH 
the luiiglitciHiij^ ol tbo lock walbi tio iifl 
to givu a depth of iwulvo fool ol wutor. 
as being fiulllcient lor tho 
proaont, leaving the work ot 



farther onlargoraont to follow tho ro- 
adjoslmoni ot tho iiaTigation law* and 
commercial relations between Canada 
faD(}tt)e TJoiled Sjbates/iba^ ejren then 
^ho thinkB tllat td give tbeio Iiocks an 
eqanl capaoily with Ibnso on the St 
Lawrcneo would answer all praotical 
purposes, In this way tho ituprovomenta 
on tho Wollaiiii and St Lawrenoe oanali 
BUggoated by Air Laidluw would COBt 
only about five millions of dollarBjWbere* 
as the recommondations of tbe other 
oommiBsionerB would involve an oxpen. 
ditnro of nbrat twolvo millions. Mr 
Laidlaw points out tho p&r.iuioant im- 
portaoce of Boonring tbe carrying trade 
of tho Western States,' a thing vrhioh be 
regards ng somewhat doubtful of aocom- 
plishmout HO long as Canada relie^npon 
a single lino of Bleaninrs boiwoon Montreal 
and Liverpool., Ho suggesir'jthorefore, 
that, instead of deepening the St Lawa 
renoe below Montroalj for tbe special 
aooommodation of that linr, a new line 
should be established botwoen Monr- 
trcal and Liverpool. This saggestlon 
appoar.s to be very good, an far as it 
gooH ; but Mr Laidlaw Ijrgnts to point 
out in what way un oppobiiion line of 
steamers to (be buormoasly strong and 
singnlarly well-oondaoted line at pre- 
Hcnl existing can bo established. Thoro 
is, wo mast confens, a freshness and 
oiiglnality about Mr Laidluw's scheme 
whieh tho majority report does not 
pos^'css, and there Is much in it de* 
serving of ciirofnl thought.
